16 votes of Union county were cast 
for Goebel did the Hardin men sur- 
der hope and come to the convic- 
tion that Goebel had out-managed 
them. 

It was a tremendous victory for 
e brilliant young' Kenton county- 
leader, and coming at the end of a 
struggle wholly unprecedented 
fairly set the friends of Goebel wild 
with delight. 

A Great Ovation. 
Such an ovation as he received 
after the final vote has not often 
been seen in any convention, and a 
feature of it, which was especially 
gratifying to his friends, was that 
the managers of the opposing can- 
didates, who, for seven days, had 
fought to gain some advantage 
against his quiet wit., wonderful 
powers of organization and master- 
ly generalship, were among the 
first to grasp his hand and promise 
him fealty. And when Joe Black- 
burn led him to the front of the 
stage, the Dean of the Kentucky 
Democracy standing side by side 
with the brawniest of its yo 
leaders, there was a wild storm of 
cheering, which lasted until lunj 
power was exhausted.

BICYCLING UH GREECE. 

A Viait to Classic Scenes and CUi>i 
a- Wheel. 

The notion which foreigners have 
tt the rosils of Greece, that they are 
bad compared with those of other 
countries, is an error. A bicycle jour- 
I ney through Italy and Sicily di* 
; abused me of 'Ji.it notion. The worst 
road that I ever tried was that be- 
tween Oaserta nnd Naples, anil the 
next worse was that leading to Rome 
from the north. .There are, of course, 
sonic bud roads in Greece; but even 
Sicily, to say nothing -if worse roads 
in 'Italy, cured nie of complaining 
against Greece. For a port pleasure 
ride, the mud between Tripolitza and 
Sparta would be hard to match any- 
where in the world. It is in capital 
condition, and, on account of its gen- 
tle grade, involves very little talk- 
ing. Six hours sutlicr for the jour- 
oey in cither direction, and the view 
either way is taperb. The ride 
through Aetolia and Acarnania, n 
gions considered half civilized in th 
elaasiea) period of Greek history, 
but always tine in natural beauty, 
with big lakes and rivers that "move 
in majesty" (a rare thing in Greece), 
hedged in by high mountains, is per- 
haps the best in Greece. One rides 
from the shore of the * 'orinthiangulf, 
opposite Patras, to Arta (Ambraciu), 
in two days, with a comfortable night 
at Agrinion. passing the historic 
Missnlonghi and visiting the ruins of 
Calydon, Pleuron (Kniodae, Stratos, 
Limnaea, and Amphilochian Argos; 
while to the right and left are other 
ruins which invite one to make de- 
tours if one is not in n hurry. And 
one ought not to omit the recently 
excavated Thermon. the ancient cap- 
itol of Aetolia, even 
an extra day. The 1 



(•known and 
impressive ruins of Uenidae. the chief 
city in Acarnania. also invite one to 
lingera whole day instead of spending 
a few hours in passing. 

The first five cities of ancient Greece 
in renown and interest were Athens, 
Sparta. Argos, Thebes and Corinth. 
One can ride from Athens to Thebes 
or Corinth and hack in a single day; 
he can also easily reach Argos from 
Athens in a day. and this have- n 
rather long day's work for reaching 
Sparta. Any good bicyclist would 
find it no great matter to leave Thebes 
and pay his respect to Athens on the 
first day, visit

EDUCATION i 

Army of Crime Drawn Malady from th« 

Unlettered. 

It is satisfactory to observe that 
figures lend no support to the pessi- 
mistic conclusion which we some- 
times see maintained that education 
does not diminish crime, and even 
tends to increase some forms of it. 
The recruits of the army of crime 
seem to be drawn mainly i:om the un- 
educated. Of 148,969 convicted pris 
oners, only 3,394 were returned li- 
able to read and write well, and only 
72 as of superior education. On the 
other hand. 30,371 could neither read 
nor write, and 1 1 •">.<>:',: could only- 
read, or could read and write imper- 
fect ly. Evidently t here is no need to 
give up our faith in education as an 
agency for diminishing crime. 

Nothing is plainer from statistics 
than the fact that the ranks of the 
habitual criminals are being abun- 
dantly recruited by young men. This 
claai il not the product of past causes, 
merelv continuing in the present as a 
survival of conditions no longer ex- 
isting. It is still being produced 
freely. An extremely large propor- 
tion of the burglaries, house-break- 
ings and the like are the work of of- 
fenders under 21. No less than 31 
per cent, of the persons convicted for 
these offenses in lS9f were between 
10 and 21. It is clear, therefore, that 
young men take to professional crime 
very readily, in spite of all deterrent 
influences. This quest ion was fully 
dealt with in the introduction to the 
1899 statistics. A table was there 
given showing the proportion of 
criminals at each age to the general 
population of the same age. This 
proportion was found to be highest 
between 10 and 21. next highest be- 
tween 12 and 10 and to fall off steadi- 
ly as life advances. The proportion 
seems somewhat lower for ISO?, hut 
is still very high. This great preva- 
lence of juvenile crime is a very dis- 
couraging feature. It is evident that 
powerful and active forces of social 
corruption must be at work in the 
country to produce so many youthful 
criminals. 

An unwholesome phenomenon is a 
distinct increase in burglary and 
hou ? e-breaking. The annual average 
of convictions has risen from l.^oV) 
in 1883-7 to 1,684 in 1893-7, and 
there has been a much greater in-

COLDS IN WARM CLIMATES. 

6u£j's'.ion as to How to Pnvcnt Tak- 
ing Thsm. 

Colds and allied diseases are so 
easily induced in a hot climate, which 
keeps the pores of the skin constantly 
open, that few people escape being af- 
flicted for many weeks at a time by 
•ome form of these distressing ut- 
tacks; and, once having contracted 
cold in the head, sore thro-.-.t or in- 
flamed lungs, it is difficult to nssuagi 
the trouble. The hot. moist air in 
sunshine, changing to a subtle chilli- 
ness under a heavy shower, or to pos- 
itive darkness (luring the clear nights, 
constahflv adds to the inflammation 
. of the membranes unless the utmost 
eaution is exercised. A susceptible 
person or a victim to colds must take 
prompt measures to alleviate the sim- 

pneumonia, or by the far worse mid 
more invidious disease, consumption. 
Woolen abdominal bandage- are ad- 
vocated as a means of reducing the 
danger of rapid changes in the sur- 
face temperature of the body, and are 
undoubtedly worthy of consideration.

Weekly Crop Bulletin. 

The United States Weather and 
Crop Bureau gives the following 
summary of weather and crop con- 
dition in Kentucky for the week 
ending June 20, 1899: 

The first part of the week was 
warm with ■ frequent showers, but 
latter part cool and dry. The 
fains were rather unevenly dis- 
tributed—some sections receiving 
I but little, while 'in other localities 
ftHjfarm work was delayed consider- 
ably by rain. 

In most counties early wheat was 
being harvested during the latter 
part of the week and good progrees 
was made. The yieldof wheat will 
be very light in many localities- 
less than was expected— but the 
quality is good. Oats are doing 
fairly well, but are quite backward 
yet. Corn is generally doing 
very well; some early fields already 
lajd by. 

Tobacco setting was generally 
completed during the early part of 
.the week, and where not injured by 
the grasshoppers, is doing very 
well. The injury from grasshop-

The Ticket Completed. 

With the star attraction off the 
boards, the convention did not 
draw so well Wednesday morning. 
Everybody seemed anxious to get 
through with business, and this 
, -was shown by the unanimous adop- 
* tion of a resolution providing that 
'tfrfter the second ballot for minor 
offices the hindmost candidate be 
dropped, and that nominating 
speeches be limited to two minutes. 
Jr^S'ominating speeches were then be- 
gun. 

For Lieutenant Governor, J. C. 
W. Beckham, of Nelson; Wm. P. 
Thorne, of Henry; Maj. Thomas H. 
Hays, of Louisville; Judge Edward 
Kelly and J. M. Kendall were 
placed in nomination. 

The first ballot resulted: Beck- 
ham, 364; Thorne, 268; Kellv, 226; 
Hays, 201; Kendall, 30. 

The dropping resolution was 
amended so as to take effect after 
the first ballot for each minor office, 
instead of the second. Maj. Hays 
withdrew, and a second ballot for 
Lieutenant Governor was taken. 
Beckham had a slight advantage 
when the roll call was finished, and 
changes to him of the votes of sev- 
eral counties soon gave him 'enough 
votes for a nomination. Then Kelly 
and Thorne in turn withdrew, and 
the nomination was made unani- 



For Attorney General, Judge 
Robert J. Breckinridge, of Boyle; 
Judge James A. Scott, of Franklin: 
John S. Smith and N. B. Hays were 
presented. The first ballot re- 
sulted as follows: Breckinridge, 
302; Scott, 267; Hays, 307; Smith 214. 

On the second ballot Smith was 
dropped. Breckinridge received 
401, Scott 361 and Hays 328. Un- 
der the rule this left Breckinridge 
iand vScott to be voted for on the 
/third and final ballot. It took over 
an hour to complete it because of 
numerous changes after the first 
roll call. A recapitulation showed 
Breckinridge to have been nomi- 
nated by the votes of 580 to 502. 

The race for Auditor was a warm 
one, this being the most desirable 
office from a pecuniary pointof view 
at the disposal of the convention. 
L U* Coulter, John B. Chenault, R. 
Collier and June Gayle were the 
aspirants. A ballot was taken, 
but it showed such an advantage 
for Coulter that Chenault was with- 
drawn and the nomination of Coul-' 
ter was made unanimons. 

Thpse presented for State Treas- 
urer were Gus W. Richardson, of 
Meade; John C. Herndon, of Jeffer- 
son; Judge S. W. Hager.of Boyd; R. 
C. Ford, of Bell, and Jesse T. Gos- 
nell, of Grayson. 

The first ballot resulted: Hager 
366, Cosnell 342, Ford 222, Richard- 
bou 158. Richardson was dropped 
n the next ballot, which resulted in 



the nomination of Hager by a vote of 

584 to 505 for Gosnell, Ford with- 
drawing belore the ballot was com- 
pleted. 

C. BreciiS.li **Clay County, was 
nominated for Secretary of State on 
the first ballot, his opponents, John 
W. Headley, of Louisville; Thomas 
Cockrau. of Bullitt, and Green 
Keller, of Carlisle County, with- 
drawing before the vote was an- 
nounred. 

The delegates were confronted by 
a new issue in the contest for 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion in the person of Miss Mary 
Sasseen. They were too tired to 
be gallant, however, and her spon- 
sors had some difficulty in getting a 
hearing. She received a small 
vote. Harry V. McChesney, of 
Livingston county, was nominated 
on the first ballot, M. A. Cassidy, 
of Lexingtion. being hisonly other 
opponent. 

I. B. Nail, of Louisville, was 
nominated for Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture on the first ballot, receiv- 
ing 564 votes against 527 for Dr. J. 
M. Frazee. 

The convention then adjourned 
sine die.

Although Rich & Co., saved 
most of the wheels in their house, 
their loss in tools, etc., will amount 
to several hundred dollars. Only 
a few days ago the firm let their in- 
surance run out. 

The loss falls heavily , on the gro- 
cery firm of E. B. Clark ct^Co.. who 
have closed their doors to the pub- 
lic pending the adjustment of theii 
loss by the insurance companies. 
Mr. Clark states that their loss is 
fully four thousand dollars, as 
great lots of valuable goods stored 
in their rear rooms are entirely 
destroyed by either fire or water. 
The firm's loss however is fully- 
covered by insurance. 

Charles Lewis, a tinner, occupied 
a portion of Rich & Co* store, but 
reports little loss.
